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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: the Applicants' indication that the examiner did not 
mention in the Final Office action the Applicants' amendment related to the wireless tags that have unique electronic identification codes, is 
incorrect. On page 7 of the Office action it is specifically indicated "The identification code for each vessel is inherently unique". For some 
reason the same sentence appeared to be incomplete for rejection over Petrick. Certainly, in order to be identified each vessel has to have 
unique identification code. Otherwise it cannot be identified. However, marking the same vessels with numbers 1, 2, 3, 4, etc. does not 
make them different from each other. They are structurally exactly the same. The numbers, no matter whether they are written by hand or 
are encoded in a binary system in the chip, do not structurally differentiate the same vessels. In conclusion - identification code does not 
structurally differentiate one vessel from another. Furthermore, according to the specification, the same group of vessels is supposed to be 
transported between the sites. Therefore the claim reciting a set of vessels with e.g. numbers 1-15 at one site, numbers e.g. 16-20 at 
another site, and numbers 21-27 at the third site does not make sense, since it means that these vessels are supposed to stay at those 
sites and not be transported from one site to another. If they are transported, then each site will have a different group of vessels 
(according to the Applicants' definition), and the original system will be destroyed. 
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
